AN INDIANA MYSTERY, 


Mother and Sen Found Dead in Thelr House After 
Being Missed for Two Weeks. 
GREENCASTLE, Ind., January 4.—The com- 
munity here is agitated overthe mysterious 
deaths of Mrs. Myra J. Osborn, widow of the 
Hon. Milton A. Osborn, and her son, Ollie 
M. Osborn. They were buried on Tuesday 
last, and Dr. Baker is now analyzing a portion 
of their bodies witb a view of searching for 
poison. Suspicion is not directed to any one, 
and the police are at a loss what to think. 
Mrs. Osborn and her son lived alone, and 
were in the habit of making frequent visits to 
Indianapolis, where she had an elder son: 
For two weeks after December 8-tbhe neigh- 
bors saw no signs of them about the house, 
and su pposed that they had gone on a visit, 
Mr. Charles Osborn, of Indianapolis, had ex- 
pected than to be with him over Christmas, 
and hearing nothing from them, he wrote 
several letters, which remained unanswered. 
Then at his instance, Miss Beck, his sister- 
in-law, stopped at Greencastle on Christmas 
day.to make inquiries. She was unable to 
gain entrance to the house, and she told the 
neighbors. When they learned that Mrs. 
Osborn had‘not been in Indianapolis they 
became alarmed and sent for the police. 
Marshal Starr and Policeman Cooper forced 
a back window, and on entering an inner 
room a shocking sight was before them. On 
the floor lay the body of Mrs. Osborn and 
her son, clad only in their night clothes, 
cold in death. She lay on ber back, with 
her’ limbs and body straight, her bands 
folded -upon her breast, and her features 
in repese. Her son lay on his side, with 
limbs drawn up and face distorted, as. 
though he had died,-hard, it was evident 
that they had been dead for a long time. 
Mrs. Osborn’s bed was in one corner of the 
room, and her son’s lounge was in the farther 
corner, Her body was in tbe center of the 
room, while his body was at the foot of her 
bed. Nothing was‘Msturbed in the room, and 
no money. or valuables had been taken from 
the house. The doorsand windows were all 
securely fastened, It was thought that death 
had been caused by coal gas, but an exarmina- 
tion of the stove showed that this could not 
be so. There are many other theories, but the

MYSTERIOUS MURDER,. 


A Young Man’s Clothes Covered With Blood Found 
in a Lonely Street. : 

Sr. Paut, January 4.—One of tlfé foulest 
and most mysterious crimes occurred in St. 
Paul last night , Richard A. Pierce, son of 8. 
iL. Pierce, the well-known St. Paul attorney, 
being the victim. Yesterday afernoom young 
Pierce went to’ Minneapolis to see about a 
.position in.a wholesale. store which he was 
expecting to secure. It was his intention to 
aia Saaate a on a late train,but when he 
did r is not known. This morning 
an overcoat, coat, collar, cravat, handker- 
chief, a shirt-sleeve, and a_ pocket-knife 
were found near Elevator A. at the Toot of 
Seleter-street, on the railroad track, the coat- 
sleeve was nearly torn off, and the other evi- 
dences around indicated a terrible struggle, 
which undoubtedly ended his death and the 
concealment of his body by throwing it into 
the river. It is supposed that Pierce left the 
train at Eagle-street, a switch station ina 
lonely and disreputable part ef town two 
blocks above the place where the struggle 
occurred. How he was got where he was is a 
mystery, as his home lay the other way. No 
signs of a struggle existed in the vicinity, and 
it may be possible that he, was waylaid 
above and taken to the mouth of 
the sewerand thrown in. Pierce and _per- 
haps all who were engaged in this deed ‘were 
there, as the snow was covered with blood 


within two feet of the man-hole caused by 
the sewer flow; but if his body had been 


thrown in, orif he had gone down the bank 
to wash his own wounds, and fainted at the 


brink, .and tumbled in himself, no 
marks of broken ice were left. The 
clothes that were found indicate that 
in the struggle he _ received three 


wounds—one in the back, about three inches 
below the neck, one in the arm and one in 
the throat, the latter being the one which 
proved fatal, if any. This cut was made by 
a sharp knife, as it cut the collar and cravat 
in two, and was probably cut from the left 
ei. ondnimto the jngular vein. The collar 
wat sevurated with‘blocd and was in tlie vi- 
cinity of the rest of the clothing found. 

The fact that his own knife was open and 
covered with blood shows that he made a des 
perate defense. The left sleeve: of his coat 
was torn nearly off, but the cut in his arm 
was made after it had been taken from his 


body. One sleeve of his shirt was found cov- 
ered with blood, but whether it was torn off 


in the struggie or whether he himself -tore it 
off to stop up the wounds will probably ever 
remain a mystery. There is not the smallest 
clue to the body or to the murderers... Some 
believe that he may yet be found alive; that 
after the struggle he went to the house of a 
friend so as not tg disturb his own family; 
but all the houseg to which he would be like- 
ly to go have beén visited without finding 
him, and his friends have given up all hope 
of ever seeing him again alive. The police 
are vigilantly following the singula* and baf- 
fling traces of the mysterious crime that 
exist. 


KNEELING INA RIVER. 


A Respectable Carpenter Enters the Water to Offer 
Iie Prayers. 

Reaping, January 4.—A very unusual sight 
was witnessed by a few persons on the banks 
of the Schuylkill river at this point. Ddev- 
eral workingmen were passing along when 
they were horrified upon seeing a man kneel- 
ing down in the water about twenty feet from 
shore. The water was about twe feet deep 
and was not frozen, owing to the rapid cur- 
rent. The man had his arms uplifted, his 
hands joined palm to palm, his face turned 
to the sky and his lips moving as if on 
paayer. Apparently the cold bath did not 
affect him, although be was scantily clad. 
It required considerable effort to remove 
him, as he resisted and firmly refused. 
The men were thoroughly drenched before 
the workmen succeeded in carrying him 
ashore. He proved to be Richard Richards, 
a middle-aged and respectable man, 4 Car- 
penter by trade, living in Reading. He was 
removed to his home, where he said that the 
Lord had comrhanded him to offer prayers 
from the water. Then he muttered, ‘if they 
had only given me some of the money it 
would not bave been so bad.’’ Shortly after 
this, he eseaped from the house and was seen 
kneeling on the railroad track, and then he 
suddenly rushed towards the river and since 
then has not been seen or heard of. It is 
said that he has frequently been found 
kneeling in the river with all his clothes on, 
but never before in midwinter. ~It is feared 
he has killed himself.

IMMENSE WASTE IN THE GERMAN 
VALLEY. ee 


Thousands of People Homeless—The Disasters 
France—The Coming Burial of Gambetta—An.- 
gio-French Inter<ste in Egy pt— Rumored 
Plot to Assassinate Prince Rudolph, 


Beri, January 4.—At Wiesbaden, ten 
thousand persons are homeless by the floods 
\and arein danger of starvation. The rail- 
way between Geneva and Belle Grade has 
been washed away. Direct rail commission 
with France and Italy js interrupted. A dis- 
patch from Wiesbaden reports 300 persons 
homeless at Dudwigshafen, 2,000 at Mann- 
hein, and 2,000 at Worms, They are lodged 
in school houses and churches. Mere dikes 
have broken at Mayence. Manheim appears 
to stand on an isthmus in the mid- 
dle of a vast sea. The great Rhine 
dam gave way last night. A steamer and 
forty-five boats rescued the people by torch- 


light. The village of Triesenheim has been 
deserted, and a third of- the inhabi- 
tants of Oppan have abandoned 
their homes. The central relief com- 


mittee has been formed. It appeals for help 
for the sufferers. A Berlin dispatch to the 
London’ Times says: The inundations are 
taking the form of a great public catastrophe. 
The distress is increasing hourly. The mili- 
tary and civil authorities are 
making the greatest exertions to 
mitigate the misery of the disaster. There 
is no sign yet that the crisis of the calamity is 
reached. The high temperature and the 
rains continue. At Ludwig Shafer, opposite 
Manheim, where the great Rhine dam gave 
way last night, the lives of hundreds of peo- 
ple are imperilled. A steamer secured many 
hundreds, including the sick. The deepest 
distress prevails. A Vienna dispatch says 
the Dunube has risen to a height of 470 centi- 
metres. A.thousand persons residing in the 
lower parts of the city have been compelled 
to quit their homes. Traftic on the railway 
connecting Vienna with Moravia is suspended. 
The large railway, bridge over the Danube has 
been demolished, and the Vienna terminus 
of the road is flooded. A bridge of boats at 
Ottenheim® was washed away to-day, with 
several persons on them. The boats floated 
down, and inan hour and a ‘half reached 
Linz, where those on board managed to run 
them ashore. The Danube has inundated 
Pressburg, thirty-four miles from Vienna. 
The Paris and Lyons railway, on the French 
frontier, is washed away. Direct railway sere 
vice between Switzerland, France ana L[taly 
is interrupted. The Paris rivers Saone and 
Doubs have inundated several villages. Thir- 
ty-two houses have fallen at Longepierre, in 
Lhe department of Saone et Loire. 

“The river Seine has again reached the level 
of the December flood. A dispatch from 
Vienna to the Temps reports that Austria will 
begntrusted with the execution of the decis- 
iorof the Danubian conference if Roumania 
does not take part in the proceedings of the 
conference. ;

fortune has befallen France. She is mourn- 
ing one of her most illustrious sons, The 
services he rendered are in the memory of 
ull. In the days of sorest trials he bore the 
flag of invaded France without despairing of 
her future. He was one of the most eminent 
members Of the government which, at least, 
saved the honor of the country. During the 
difficult period of the foundation of the re- 
public he helped to win those majorities 
which are now the bulwark of our institu- 
tions. A conscientious, upright citizen of clear 
intelligence and lofty mind, an orator of 
incomparable power, this statesman cannot 
be treated by his fellow-citizens with too 
great marks of esteem and gratitude. .In 
proposing a public funeral we are sure that 
we are responding to the feelings which you 
were the first to express on leaning the fatal 
news.’ Gambetta being out of office at the 
time of his death, Great Britain will not be 
officially represented atthe. interment of his 
remains. Lord Lyons, British ambassador to 
France may, however, attend the funeral in 
his private capacity. The Siecle to- 
day, in replying to. the articles in 
the German presson the death of Gambetu 

says: “‘Those journals are mistaken if they 
suppose that the just claims of France die 
with Gambetta.”” Mme. Grevy placed the 
first wreath on Gambetta’s coffin. The 
Journal de Paris declares that the convincing 
proof that domestic affairs had nothing what- 
ever to do with the pistol wound of Gam- 
betta, will be published when the proper 
moment arrives, It is estimated that between 
200,000 or 300,000 persons will be present at 
the fungral of Gambetta.

The holidays have left behind them a large num- 
ber of gifts in the way of black eyes: and battered 
noses, besides accidents of a more ordinary charac- 
ter. The Montezuma Weekly narrates the follow- 
ing facts: Twenty-five offenders before the niayor; 
Phil Iiudson shoots himself with’s pistol; four 
runaway marriages; two colored men dine om each 
others ears; @ drunken man tumbles ander a 
wagon and dislocated his shoulder, while another 
equally unfortunate, lost his four front teeth; a 
shanty burnea down for the delight of the boys; a 
negro fooling with a loaded gun, receieved the con- 
tents in his neck and shoulders; four cotton gius 
burned; and the following: ' 

An old man near Snow, wrapped kerosene-soaked 
bandages about his rheumatic shoulders, and sat 
down near the stove to get relief from his pain. 
The heat set fire to the bandages, and the man was 
terribly burned before they could be removed.

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THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 

. It is understood that the bill from the judic- 
iary committee of the senate relative to the 
presidential succession, is to be pressed toa 
vote, and if possiblé, to passage. Party lines 
are not strictly drawn on the measure, and 
there isa wide difference of opinion as to 
its merits. The bill proposes a very great 
change in the order of government. It ex- 
alts the cabinet at the expense of the pre- 
siding officers of the two houses of congress. 
It provides in substance that in case of the 
removal, death, resignation or inability of 
both the president and the vice-president, 
the secretary of state shall act as president 
until the end of the term; or if 
there be none. the office shall devolve upon 
the secretary of the treasury, then upon the 
secretary of war, next upon the attorney gen- 
eral, then upon the postmaster-general, then, 
upon the secretary of the navy, and finally 
upon the secretary of the interior. | 

There is no doubt that this bill would ren- 
der an interregnum impossible—that it would 
render secondary elections unnecessary, and 
would perpetuate to the end of the term the 
policy of the man who was the first choice of 
the country.

BUSINESS TROUBLES. 

The mercantile failures of 1882 number 7,- 
574 against 5.929 in 1881—an increase of 1,645. 
The general liabilities of the failures of 
the past year foot up $93,599,936 against $76,- 
094,667 in 1881. A good share of the increase 
in disasters occured in the last three months 
of 1882, when a general readjustment was go- 
ing on based on a lower.range of prices. 

The southern states do not make a worse 
showing than -the other sections of 
the country. 1,732. failures occurred 
in the south in 1882, against 1,313 in 188i. 
The failures of 1882 show actual assets 
amounting to $10,656,840, against $8,014,025 
in the record of 1881. The liabilities of 
the southern failures in 1882 were $19,608,050; 
of 1881. $16.315,7M%. The percentage of as- 
sets to liabilities was nowhere greater than 


in the south. 

The close of the year passed by without 
bringing any sweeping or heavy disasters, 
and the belief prevails that confidence 
will be strengthened and activity in trade 
heightened as we approach the new crop 
season. The crisis connected with the deficient 
crops of 1881, passed away with the old year, 
and the crops of 1882 will now begin to have 
their proper effects upon trade. We have 
seen the worst in trade matters beyond all 
question until the crops of the new year are 
in a condition to be approximately estimated.
